shortages. 


All four of the contract terms 


involved were contained in the 
coal agreements which 
expired 


last June 30—setting off the dis- 
pute which culminated this week 
in the walkout of 370,000 UMW 
members. 
Due to Report Soon 


A three-man presidential board 


is due to report to the White 
House, possibly tomorrow, on the 
facts of the dispute, thus clearing 
the way for President Truman to 
seek an emergency Taft-Hartley 
Act injunction, aimed at sending 
the miners back to work for at 
least 80 days. Mr. Truman told 
his news conference yesterday he 
doesn't have, and doesn't want, 
power to sci/e the coal mines. 


The pits have been shut down 


tight since Monday. Before that 
some were 
closed 
and 
others 


worked only three days a week, 
squeezing the nation's coal stores 
from more than 75 days' supply 
a year ago to little more than two 
weeks' stocks above ground to- 
day. 


Expect White House Action 
White House action was expect- 


ed because the soft coal shortage 
was becoming 'more critical daily. 
Thousands of workers in plants 
and railroads dependent on the 
mines were being laid off in in- 
creasing waves. Violence was re- 
ported in West Virginia and Ken- 
tucky mines as 
roving 
pickets 


kept even maintenance crews out 
of the pits.

BERLIN, Feb. 10— (/P) —U. S. 


High Commissioner John J. Mc- 
Cloy said today the Allies will 
impose counter measures against 
east Germany if the Russians con- 
tinue their "slow-down" block- 
ade on Berlin highway trade. 


McCloy said he would not des- 


cribe as a "reprisal" the 'embargo 
on steel exports to the eastern 
zone, announced Feb. 4 by the 
west German government, but he 
added: 


"The arm-twisting tactics of the 


last few weeks would not make 
one over-tolerant of Soviet sensi- 
bilities." 


A previous announcement said 


steel shipments were being cut off 
because the east zone has failed 
to fulfill its part of the trade 
agreement providing for the steel 
deliveries.

'And He said to all: If anyone wishes to 


come after Me, let him deny himself, and' take up 
"his cross daily -and follow me." This Scriptural 
text is especially timely for the coming Lenten 
season since it emphasizes the spirit of self-abne- 
gation that marks the true Christian. It reminds 
us that selfishness— we may call it also pride or in- 
fidelity—is essentially the renunciation of God 
for unworthy things. 


The lesson of Lent is that man must put first 


things first. The curbing of 'our inclinations, the 
self-imposed mortifications of this season, are an 
acknowledgment that we must seek primarily 
what is pleasing to God. Man is created to love 
God; 
and he must learn that this entails a con- 


stant readiness to put self last rather than first. 


In the Lord's Prayer, the, Christian asks that 


"Thy will be done on earth as it is in Heaven." 
To do God's will means to avoid sin, to practice 
virtue. It means to curb 'the lusts of the flesh, 
to do justly to others, to be patient and kind, to 
give God honor and praise in all things. Let re- 
minds us that duty to God is paramount and in- 
escapable. 


But Lent should not be filled with grudging 


awareness of God's supremacy. It should be 
marked by a renewed willingness to do Him serv- 
ice. 
It should stimulate us to ardent love of His 


boundless perfection; to gratitude for the multi- 
tude of His mercies. 


In this Lent of 1950, we should try to curb 


undue attachment to the world, 
The spirit of 


hedonism is rampant everywhere. Millions con- 
duct their lives as though God did not exist, as 
though there is to be no final hour of reckoning 
for every individual. Lent is an invitation to 
pause and ask ourselves whether or not our lives 
are motivated by pure or base ideals. It is by the 
manner in which we observe this forty-day period 
that we can determine how closely we are in 
harmony with God's will.

Electoral College Reform 
Bring Better Political Balance 


By Bruce Biossat 


The electoral college is back in the news, 


sooner than usual. 
Normally the press can 


escape explaining how the thing works except 
in presidential election, years. But the Senate 
has crossed everybody up by approving a con- 
stitutional amendment to change the system. 


In this country we don't vote for president 


directly. We cast our ballots 
for 
so-called 


electors who then are supposed to choose the 
chief executive. A state's total electors are 
determined by adding up its representation in 
House and Senate. New York for example, has 
45 House members and 
two senators, > hence 


47 electors. 


When the system was first created the elec- 


tors exercised 
a real choice. But for many 


decades' now they have with few exceptions 
followed the popular vote in their states, cast- 
ing their entire vote for the top candidate. . 


To illustrate, if a state has 10 electors and 


President Truman leads in the popular ballot- 
ing he gets all 10 votes, even though he may 
beat his nearest opponent by a single tally 
Because of this feature, a candidate can gain 
a necessary majority of electoral votes while 
getting only a minority in the popular returns. 


Agitation for change has been going on a 


long time. Led by Senator Lodge. Massachu- 
setts Republican, the Senate finally acted. It 
approved an amendment that would simply 
apportion a state's electoral vote in accord with 
the distribution of the popular vote. Should the 
change become effective, a candidate then would 
need virtually 100 per cent of the popular vote 
to capture all of a state's electoral vote. 


Senator Taft of Ohio sparked the opposition 


to the change. For one thing, he feared a 
minority candidate might have a better chance 
than -ever if two major nominees should bal- 
ance each other loo evenly. The proponents 
met that objection by modifying the plan to 
specify that a winner must get at least 40 per 
cent of the total electoral vote. If he doesn't, 
Congress will settle the issue by voting on the 
two top candidates. 


Taft also was concerned that the new system 


would damage Republican chances by cutting 
into the party's strength in rock-ribbed GOP 
areas. But others felt the party stood to gain 
in northern industrial states where Democratic 
big city votes often have narrowly outweighed 
GOP rural votes in the past 20 years. 


And, of course, Republicans would make 


small but perhaps vital inroads in the solid 
Democratic South. For the first time in post- 
Civil War history, the paity would know that 
its campaign effort in the South would pay off 
in electoral votes. It might prove a major step 
on the way back to two-party government in 
that region. 


The Senate-approved 
proposal seems to us 


a sane improvement that promises a healthier 
politicaljjalance in the nation. The House ought 
to add its endorsement and send the amend- 
ment out for the necessary consideration of the 
48 state legislatures.

93-year-old playwright is on the firing line 
just th« same.

THE FOUR STAGES OF LIFE 


The spiritual life passes through the same four stages as

Masefield's The Everlasting- Mercy: 


"I did not think. I did not strive, 
The deep peace b'.irned my me alive;

I knew that Christ had given me birth 
To brother all the souls on earth . . . 
0 glory of the lighted mind. 
How dead I'd been, how dumb, how blind.

The waters rushing from the rain 
Were singing Christ has risen again. 
1 thought all earthly creatures knelt

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When a Meld is Made, it Stays

Some of the questions in to- 


day's article are based on points 
that came up during the recent

Fry, Jr., and Theodore Lightner. 


Q—A player made a meld of 4 


cards. " His partner, at his turn 
to play, threw over on this meld 
enough natural and wild cards to 
complete 
a 
canasta. 
However, 


the original player did not no- 
tice that it was now a completed 
canasta, and did not close it up. 
When the play came around to 
him again, he added a deuce to 
the same meld. As he gathered 
it up, he noticed that he now 
had 3 cards in the canasta. Could 
he take his deuce and move' it 
to another meld? 


A—No, he may not. 
He has 


made himself an 8-card canasta. 
Law 
12 of the Official Canasta 


Laws clearly slates: "A card is 
melded as soon as it is placed 


face up on the table with evident 
intent to meld. 
1C the exact lo- 


cation of a melded card is in 
doubt, any player may ask that 
the meld be clarified." 


This law further states that a 


melded card may not be discard- 
ed and may be shifted only if it 
has been melded illegally; or to 
join two melds of the same rank 
provided the merged meld docs 
not contain more than three wild 
cards. 


In the above case the deuce 


was not melded illegally, as-it is 
permissable, to add wild cards to 
a canasta. 


Q—Should 
my partner's dis- 


card give me an indication of his 
holding? 


A—Yes'. 
There was an inter- 


esting example of this point in 
the Jacoby-Crawford 
and .Fry- 


Lightner 
match. 
The 
discard 


pile, which was frozen, was quite 
large, numbering approximately 
45 cards. No tens had been dis- 
carded. Mr. Lightncr was squee- 
zed and 
finally let go a ten- 


spot, which Mr. Jacoby could not 
take. Then it was Mr. Fry's turn 
to play and he also was embar- 
rassed for a safe discard. 


Remember that the large dis- 


rard pile contained no tens and

reasons, therefore the conquest of 
:eart disease is one of the most 
mportant problems facing medi- 
cal investigators today. 


Killed Is Sidetracked 
One out of every three of us li 


vitally interested in finding some 
solutions to these many problems. 
These aie not 
immediately in 


sight, but so many difficult med- 
ical problems hnve already been 
solved by patient work and by 
adequate resources for lesearch 
that there is no cause for despair 
even if the end is still far distant. 


At present the American Heart 


Association is conducting a cam- 
pai;;n to obtain funds to permit 
rr.oie research on the causes, pre- 
vention, and treatment of these 
diseases. 
The money thus raised 


is soent principally on supporting 
research by means of which alone 
can we hope for some real solu- 
tion to this killer. The objectives 
of I his campaign and the purposes 
towards which the funds are put 
are in keeping with the best tra- 
ditions of extending the boundar- 
ies of medical knowledge.

Bald Eagle Picture On 
Dollar Still A Lovely Sight 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10—(/P)— 


Congress got bad news Thursday. 
The bald eagle, pictured on this 
country's money, is in danger of 
becoming extinct. 


This testimony was presented 


to a House merchant marine and 
fisheries sub-committee, which is 
considering a bill to extend pro- 
tection of the bald e&gle to Ala- 
ska. 


The bald eagle already is pro- 


tected in the 48 states. 
But it 


turns out there aren't many bald 
eagles in the 48 states. Most of 
them arc in Alaska, getting them- 
selves shot at. 


The crisis came when the Al- 


aska legislature last year passed 
a law calling for n $2 bounty for 
each pair of eagle claws. In a 
sixx month period 4,304 claws, 
representing 
2,152 eagles, were 


turned in. 


"It wouldn't be a hard thing 


to' exterminate the eagle," 76- 
year-old Willard G. Van Name, 
of the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History, New York, warned 
the sub-committee. 


He said the bald eagle, once 


found in every state of the union, 
now is found mainly in the gulf 
states, especially Florida. 


No one was here to give the 


Alaskan viewpoint, but the sub- 
committee was told that many 
people thought the Eagles injur- 
ed the salmon industry.

Philadelphia, will be located in 
Great 
Spirit Cave near Waynes- 


villc, Mo., one of the largest cav- 
erns in the state. 


When the project is completed 


visitors to the cave will be able 
trf see projected on 
a 
60-foot 


dome the movements of celestal 
bodies. 


Several months ago Mrs. Frank 


Thomas of Springfield told her 
tiusband, a mine owner, that she 
would like to have a cave. 
She 


believed that there would be a 
nice profit in opening one for ex- 
nibition. 


Thomas scouted around and fin- 


ally located Great 
Spirit 
Cave. 


Although it is one of the state's 
largest caverns, _it has not been 
opened to the public. 


After exploring the cave, Tho- 


mas decided it would be ideal for 
a planetarium. 
, 


However, correspondence witn 


the nation's six major planetaria 
more than discouraged him. He 
was told that such a project was 
impossible. 
First it would cost 


between $1,000,000 and 
$3,000,- 


300. Second, all large planetaria 
in this country were built by a 


crman firm destroyed in World 


War II. 


However, he learned that Ar- 


mand Spitz, a 
director 
of 
the 


Franklin Institute and head of the 
Spitz Laboiatones in Philadelphia 
was experimenting with the con- 
struction of a projector. 


After more correspondence he 


ordered one of the machines. 


There still remains the job of 


removing thousands of 
tons 
of 


loose rock fiom the cave, building 
roads, mblalling lights, a heating 
plant and an air dryer. 


A 60-foot aluminum dome will 


be built in the planetarium cham- 
ber on which the "theater of the 
skic.s" will be projected. Thomas 
plans seating space for 400 per- 
sons. 


The Thomases said they expect- 


ed to have the planetarium ready 
by Ijitc summer or early fall.

It will project on the artificial 


sky of (he cathedral chamber all 
the stars that can be seen from 
anywhere on earth.

past, present or future. 


The cost of the planetarium was
